Residents of the Communipaw Avenue 
section of Jersey City, one of the best 
residentials districts of _the elity, are 
alarmed over the death from hydropho- 
bia. of 10-year-old John C. Kaiser, son of 
ex-Sheriff Kaiser of Hudson County, who 
liveg at 315 Communipaw Avenue. The 
lad’s death followed his being scratched 
by a stray black and tan dog he took 
into his home a month ago. Many children 
of the heighborhood have since confessed 
to their parents that while playing with 
John’s new dcg they got scratches on 
tlieir hands. 

Mr. Kaiser, another of his sens, Philip, 
who is 13 years old, ag well as 11-year-old 
Harry Ritscher of 348 Communipaw Ave- 
nue and his brother Edward, nine years 
old, have been scratched and it is known 
to doctors in the neighborhood that. sev- 
eral other children bore marks of, play- 
ful encounters with the little black and 
tan, aithough the parents of these have 
endeavored to keep the facts from becom- 
ing known. 

The dog, which has not been killed, is 
now in the hands of the health authorities 
on this side of the river, @nd is being held 
for examination in the hope that it may 
prove not to have rabies. Such a hope Is 
held out by Dr. William Lewis of 239 Pa- 
cific Avenue, Jersey City, who first at- 
tended the Kaiser lad, the physician sug- 
gesting that young Kaiser’s dog may have 
carried the disease to its master from an- 
other dog without itself being inoculated. 
If this should prove to be the case the 
fears of others who have been scratched 
will be allayed. Nevertheless, members 
of the Kaiser family, as well as other 
victims in the neigehborhood, are taking 
every precaution against infection now 
that it has been .established by a con- 
ference of physicians that young Kaiser 
actually died of hyprophobia.

Lewis will attend the funeral of young 
Kaiser in Greenwood Cemetery to-day and 
from there will go to the Pasteur Insti- 
tute to begin a course of preliminary 
treatment.

John picked the dog up in 
carried it into the house, and asked per- 
mission of his mother to keep it for a pet.

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RAILWAY MAIL CLERKS WIN. : 


Department Agrees to Go Back to the | 
Old Schedule of Hours.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Railway Mail As- 
sociation to-night announced here the set- | 
tlement of the trouble between the Post 
Office Department and the railway mail 
clerks over the increased hours of work, 
which led to the resignation in the West 
recently of ten such clerks. 
The settlement is on the basis of re- 
storing the old standard of hours, with 
a minimum of 5% hours’ service on the 
trains on the heavy transcontinental runs, 
and the six-hour schedule on other runs. 
The trouble was brought about by the 
efforts of .the department to keep up the 
work of the clerks to 6% hours on the 
trains,

No Bodies Missing from Scott Mauso- 
leum, Detectives Assert.

ERIE, Penn., Feb. 10.—Detectives 
covered to-day that none of the 
had been removed from the Scott mauso- 
leum in the Erie Cemetery. The body 
of Anna McCollum, which was at first 
‘thought to have been taken, was found 


to have been placed in an unoccupied 
crypt. Evidently the crypt in which Mrs. 
McCollum’s body lay was the first one 
opened by the robbers and the coffi 
was removed and opened, The body was 
then put into another crypt. The detec- 
tives say the vandals were after jewe's 
that might have been buried with the 
bodies. 

The débris from the broken slab which 
closes the crypt, together with parts of 
the coffin, had been placed in the first 
crypt and therefore the vandals were une- 
ble to replace the coffin. It is thought 
that this is the reason why they made 
use of the unoccupied crypt. The marble 
Slab which closed the empty crypt had 
been removed and replaced wrongside out. 

The slabs from two other crypts had 
been removed and some effort made to 
-cut through the copper cases in which the 
coffins were inclosed, but apart from tak- 
ing the name plates from them, these 
coffins were not disturbed. Entrance was 
gained to a fourth crypt and a coffin 
pulled half way out. But the body had 
not been disturbed. 

It is positively stated here to-night that 
mone of the six bodies which rested in 
the crypt was taken by the robbers. 

Louis Wadlinger, a milkman, told the 
police to-day of seeing men come through 
the cemetery fence and of hearing ham- 
mering in the mausoleum. This report 
has been investigated, and it is expected 
arrests will be made soon.

REBELS DELAY FIGHT, 
FLIES OVER JUAREZ 


Hamilton Circles Above Beleag- 
ured City While Mexican 
Garrison Cheers. 








NAVARRO STILL ADVANCING 





Orozco No Longer in Chief Command 
—Bianco Said to be Delaying 


Approaching Diaz Army. 





Special to The New York Times. 

EL PASO, Texas, Feb. 10.—With Na- 
varro only seventy miles away and Orozco 
and Casillas with some 500 rebels en- 
camped in the foot hills of the Juarez 
Mountains about Rancho Flores another 
day of inactivity has been passed both by 
Mexican federal soldiers and insurrectos. 
The Juarez garrison of federal troops re- 
mains behind the fortifications and does 
not even maintain a picket line in the 
outskirts of the city. Rurales serve as 
videttes and reconnoitre on the hills. 

Orozco is no longer Commander-in-Chief 
of the insurgent forces in Chihuahua. He 
now commands merely his own band, and 
his authority is co-ordinate with that of 
| Blanco, Sanchez and -Casillas, each of 
| whom is leader of a few hundred rebels. 
The insurrectionary forces of Chihuahua 
instead of all being under contro] of 
Orozeo, as heretofore, are now under 
the direction of a military board of strat- 
egy organized last night. Thfs is com- 
posed of ex-army officers of several na- 
tions and engineers and graduates of 
military colleges. Col. Jose de la Luz 
Soto is head of the board. He is an in- 
surgent commander in the field, and his 
forces are those now operating below 
‘Marfa. where fighting was in progress 
yesterday. 

The co-operation of Gen. Blanco, who 
has thus far declined to operate jointly 
with Orozco, is still being sought by the 
local junta, apparently without success.

L-nited Siates Consul Edwards of Juarez 
reguested to-day that Americans remain 
on this side of the river, except when ab- 
solutely meceSsary for them to visit 
Juarez. He states that Juarez is actualiy 
under martial law and American visitors 
should keep out. Half his time, he de- 
clares, is now consumed in endeavoring 
to effect the release of Americans who 
— been arrested by the Mexican sol- 
aiers, 

‘Che correspondent of THE NEW YORK 
TIMES went thirty miles southwest of 
Juarez in an automobile to-day in 
an effort to find either Navarro's 
command or wandering bands of in- 
surgents. He found the country south 
of Juarez almost uninhabited and the only 
houses seen were those belonging to the 
railways and laborers. A Mexican army 
vidette on the top of a hill watched the 
automobile as it proceeded on its way, 
but made no move The trip was a ted- 
ious one. The sand in some places is deep 
and at one point the road climbed a hill 
which the machine could not negotiate. 

Four miles north of Samalayuca, on the 
abandoned Mexican Central Railway, 
three mounted men were encountered 
leading a mule. They were intelligent 
ranchmen from the Ocha ranch and re- 
ported Navarro at least thirty miles dis- 
tant. They said they were fleeing to the 
United States to escape Navarro, who, 
they said, was impressing all able-bod- 
ied men found along his route into the 
army service, Thirty laborers of the 
railway, they declared, had been com- 
pelled to quite their homes and serve in 
the ranks. 

This action on the part of the Mexican 
commander, they said, had caused wide- 
spread dissatisfaction and alarm among 
the peaceable inhabitants of the district, 
who had no desire to enter the army or to 
fight their neighbors of the insurrectos. 

Aside from the people mentioned not a 
living thing was seen along the road from 
Juarez to Samalayuca, a distance of 
thirty miles, except jack rabbits and one 
small] bird. It is sandy desert, with hills 
to the north and south, and the shimmer- 
ing white sands on one side above which 
mirages appear on clear days. The two 
railways pass southward through it to- 
ward Mexico City, but both are deserted 
and even the section hands are out of 
work. 

It is in this valley that the insurrecto 
chiefs are expected to meet Navarro, but 
the insurrectos are now twenty miles dis- 
tant and Navarro is thirty or forty miles 
south of Samalayuca, if reports of their 
movements are to be credited. This would 
place the combatants fifty miles apart. It 
is explained, however, that Orozco keeps 
posted as to the exact location of Na- 
varro and will remain in the mountains 
near El] Paso, where he can obtain an 
abundance of food and water until he is 
ready to strike. There would be nothing 
to accomplish, it is asserted, for the insur- 
rectos to mass their forces on the desolate 
plain where there is neither food nor 
water until such action is absolutely nec- 
essary to meet the advancing Mexican 
General. Navarro may not arrive for a 
day or two, and Orozco can cover the dis- 
tance to the railway in a few hours. One 
of the bridges of the Mexican Northwest- 
ern Railway burned yesterday by the in- 
surrectos was still smoking when the au- 
tomobile party passed it to-day. 

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 10.—The Mexican 
Central Railroad has been repaired as far 
north as Ahumada, 83 miles below Ciudad 
Juarez, according to telegrams received 
by officials of the railroad to-day. The 
work is being pushed and within a few 
days it is expected that train service can 
be resumed to the border. At present 
passenger trains are running only as far 
north as Moctezuma.

PLANS FOR AEROPLANE SCOUTS. 


Collier’s Machine to be Sent to Mexi- 
can Gorder—Wireless Tests Also. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—In addition 

to volunteering the use of his new aero- 
plane to the War Department to patrol 
the Mexican frontier, Robert J. Collier of 
New York has placed the services of 
Philip O. Parmelee, his aviator, at the 
disposal of the Government for the next 
two or three weeks.

DIX AIDS FAMINE VICTIMS. 


Appeals for Help in Behalf of China’s 
Starving Milllon. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Gov. Dix tssued a 
proclamation to-day, the first since he 
assumed office, asking the people of New 
York State to aid the famine-stricken 


people cf-China. The proclamation fol- 
ows: 
To the People of the State ef New York: 

Immediate aid is needed to save from star- 
vation and death a million human beings 
who are suffering from famine in China. 
Crop failures and other disasters have 
created an almost unprecedented calamity 
that must appeal to the generous instincts 
of our citizens and create a desire to give 
from our abundance to a people who are 
suffering from hunger and all the harrowing 
results of prolonged famine. 

Conditions in the stricken districts of 
China are pitiful and terrible. They call 
for .prompt and effective relief. With full 
confidence that there will be a generous re- 
sponse, I ask the people of the State of New 
York to furnish such aid as they can to the 
stricken people of China. 

I recommend that contributions be made 
through the American Red Cross, of which 
the President of the United States is the 
National President.

ALBANY, Feb. 10,—Gov. Dix to-day 
sent to the Senate the nomination of 
Francis K. Pendleton of New York as 
Justice of the Supreme Court, First. De- 
partment, to succeed the late Edward B. 
Whitney. ; 

Mr. Pendleton was Mayor McClellan’s 
last Corporation Counsel, and was on the 
Tammany. Supreme Court ticket in 1909. 
He comes from a long ine of distin- 
guished Democratic ancesio-s. Edmund 
Pendleton, one of them, presided over the 
Virginia House of Burgesses when Pat- 
rick Henry delivered his famous “give 
me Hberty or give me death’ speech. 
Mr. Pendleton’s grandfather on his 
mother’s side was Francis Scott Key, the 
author of ‘*‘ The Star-Spangled Banner.” 

Mr. Pendleton’s father was George H.

CRITICISE DIX APPOINTMENTS. 


Civil Service Reformers Say They Fail 
to Measure Up to His Pledges. 


The Civil Service Reform Association 
through its Secretary, Elliot H. Goodwin, 
criticised last night the action of Gov. 


Dix in appointing Walter C. Burton of 
Brooklyn as a Civil Service Commissioner 
succeed Charles F. Milliken. In a 
statement it said: 

The attitude of the Civil Service Reform 
Association toward the new appointments to 
the State Civil Service Commission is one 
of keen regret that Gov. Dix in carrying 
out his pledge that *‘ the Civil Service Com- 
mission appointed by me will be in com- 
plete sympathy with the letter and spirit of 
the civil service law and the merit sys- 
tem,’’ did not see fit to select persons whose 
sympathy with the merit system had becn 
shown through their advocacy of it in the 
past, whether in or out of public service. 

Instead the “Governor has appointed two 
‘men who, as far as known, have not been 
associated in any way with the merit sys- 
tem nor had any familiarity with its ad- 
ministration, and who will be obliged to 
learn through experience in office its prin- 
ciples and methods of administration, 

Mr. Burton’s record as set forth by the 
association is that while Senator in 1903 
and 1904 he voted for the Remsen bill to 
amend the civil service law, which bill 
was vetoed by the Governor; for the Mc- 
Carthy bill, the Sullivan bill, the Remsen 
Retirement Fund bill, and the De Groot 
bill, all of which were vetoed by the 
Mayor.

VANIMAN GETS FUND 
FOR EUROPEAN TRIP 


Cincinnati, Men Pledge $70,000 
and America’s Engineer Will 
Start from That City. 








NEW IDEAS FOR DIRIGIBLE 





Envelope Will Be Narrower and a 
New, High-Powered Engine Will 
Be Used to Drive it.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Feb. 10.—Plans for 
a flight from Cincinnati to Europe by 
dirigible balloon were completed this. aft- 
ernoon. A Cincinnati syndicate will back 
Melvin Vaniman in his effort to reach the 
other shore. Mr. Vaniman was the engi- 
neer and builder of Walter Wellman’s 
dirigible the America, which made the 
sensational flight over the ocean last Au- 
tumn under the auspices of THR NEw 
YorK, Times, The London Daily Tele- 
graph, and The Chicago Record-Herald. 

Mr. Vaniman will establish his work- 
shop here, and the balloon Is expected to 
be finished so that he can start this Sum- 
mer. The cost of the attempt, according 
to the estimates laid before the business 
men, will be $70,000, which will include 
the ship and its supplies from the time 
work is started until the landing is made 
on the shores of England. Mr. Vaniman 
said this evening that he wanted to start 
on July 4 if possible. 

The meeting which ratified his plans was 
held at the Union Savings Bank and 
Trust Company. It was attended by 
Archibald 8S. White of New York and Cin. 
cinnati, August Herrmann, Chairman of 
the National Baseball Commission; Col. 
Max Fleischmann, BE. R. Blaine, Joseph J. 
Heekin, and members of the Cincinnati! 
Commercial Association who have been 
championing the scheme for more than 
@ week. 


Melvin Vaniman, who took up his resi- 
dence at the Hotel Carlton, in this city, 
upon his return with the crew of the 
America, as rescued airmen aboard the 
steamship Trent, spent his time preceding 
his departure to Cincinnati last week iu 
perfecting plans for a new dirigible cal- 
culated to overcome the defects encoun- 
tered at sea in the America. 

He has invented an engine which will 
develop 200 horse power instead of the 
80 horse power of the America’s mptors, 
and designed a gas bag much longer and 
more slender than that formerly used. 
His engine favorably impressed mechan- 
ical engineers to whom he submitted it. 

Vaniman’s career has included adven- 
tures in almost every portion of the globe. 
Starting as an actor in a Chicago stock 
company, he became stranded in Honolulu 
during a plague scare. He designed a’ 


camera with which he photographed his 
way to Sydney. There he conceived the 
idea of taking pictures from a balloon, 
and bought a captive balloon for that 
purpose. His pictures, made after ten 
months of experimenting. won gold med- 
als at the St. Louis World’s Fair. 

From Sydney he moved with his balloon 
to Rome, where he took pictures of the 
Forum while cruising in the clouds after 
getting a special permit through the 
American Ambassador, Mr. Von L. Meyer, 
who is now Secretary of the Navy. 

Vaniman built the first Antoinette mon- 
oplane in a workshop just outside of 
Paris. He flew with it, but smashed it 
on alighting, and from his experiments 
conciuded that any aeroplane heavy 
enough to carry any considerable load 
would be too heavy to bring to earth 
without disaster. He therefore turned to 
dirigible ballooning as the best hope in 
sight for the heavier aerial traffic. 

An introduction to Walter Wellman 
prought him an opportunity to join Well. 
man’s arctic expedition of 1907. He de- 


campaign and in the second one, 4t- 
tempted two seasons later, in which the 
party sailed for eleven hourg from Spitz- 
bergen toward the pole, the trip ending 
when a leather equilibrator tore itself 
lcose and carried away with it the expedi- 
tion’s supply of food. 

The idea of a flight across the Atlantic 
was conceived by Wellman and Vaniman 
after Commander Peary’s discovery of 
the north pole.

Early last 
Summer Vaniman moved his balloon 
headquarters from Paris to Atlantic City 
and set about reconstructing the balloon 
used in the arctic in 1909. hey built tor 
it an equilibrator of gasoline tanks, which 
Vaniman admitted was a risky experi- 
ment, but incapable of being tested ex- 
cept in a real storm upon the ocean. 

The expedition, after many delays, got 
under way Oct. 15, and all went well un- 
til a storm was encountered two days out. 
Then the America left the course 
she had followed and was 10st to wire- 
less communication. When next heard 
of her crew had been taken off by the 
steamship Trent 375 miles east of Nor- 
folk, Va., on Oct. 18. The crew arrived 
in New York Harbor Oct. 19, having 
abandoned their balloon after pulling the 
gas valve wide open and tying a can of 
lubricating oil to the string to keep it 
from closing. They broke all previous 
dirigible records for time in the air, dis- 
tance traveled, and weight of load car- 
ried, the time in the air being 71% hours,

Police Chase Members Up Fire 
Escape and Corrall Them 
on the Roof. 








THREE PRISONERS ARE TAKEN 





Fiynn’s Men Smash Doors to Get into 
Rooms on Sixth Avenue, Where Gam- 
bling, it ls Charged, Started Recently. 





Deputy Police Commissioner Fivnn with 
Lieut. Collins and ten me. from the 
Central Office smashed down two glass 
doors and forced an entrance into three 
rooms on the second floor of 466 Sixth 
Avenue at 1°o’clock this morning. The 
place is known as The Greek Club of New 
York, and Commissioner Flynn said that 
until forty-eight hours ago the rooms had 
been used simply as ciub rooms. ‘Then, 
he asserts, the same crowd of gamblers 
who were routed out of 103 West Twen- 
ty-sixth Street by him on Tuesday of 
last week, took possession. 

According to the police they found sev- 
enty-five men playing bacarat and 
schlager. One of Commissioner Flynn’s 
men was inside the place and the raiders 
had split up, so that only the Commis- 
sioner and five men ascended tho stairs. 
The others were on the roof and in the 
back yard. 

The entrance o fthe detectives put the 
place in an uproar. One of the men, said 
to be the doorkeeper, tried to fight off 
the detectives. Billy Leach, Commis- 
sioner Fiynn’s chauffeur, who has a rep- 
utation as an amateur prize fighter, dis- 
posed of this man finally, but in the 
meantime most of the seventy-five had 
got to the back room and out on the fire 
escape, up which they clambered, bent 
on making an escape over the roofs of 
adjoining houses. 

Three detectives in the yard started up 
after them, the noise of pursuers and pur- 
sued arousing everybody in the block of 
houses as well as in the houses in the 
side streets, which backed onto the Sixth 
Avenue block. Other residents thought 
that there was a thief chase going on. 

The detectives from the yard overtook 
a large part of the seventy-fivé on the 
fire escapes, and without revealing their 
identity passed them and joined their 
comrades on the roof, where reinforce- 
ments were needed to keep the throng 
from rushing by the detectives and escap- 
ing over the roofs. Several who made an 
early start got away, but the reinforce- 
ments finally checked this means of 
egress, and by the time Commissioner 
“lynn and his men were on the fire 
escape beneath, so that escape was cut 
off at that end. 

The frightened crowd was herded into 
the rooms on the second floor, and there 
the detective who had spent two days in 
the place picked out John Doorman, John 
Cashier, and John Dealer, for whom Chief 
Magistrate McAdoo had issued warrants 
vesterday.

The others 
were allowed to go.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—To assist the 
Persian Government in reorganizing its 
finances W. Morgan Shuster of this city 
will be appointed Treasurer General of the 
Empire. The Persian Parliament recently 
passed a law authorizing the Government 
to seek five American experts to re- 
organize the finances, The Persian Chargé 
in Washington thereupon took up the 
matter with the State Department, which 
suggested the names of men competent to 
undertake the task. 

In addition to the Treasurer General, the 
posts to be filled by Americans are those 
of inspector and an expert accountant, 
who will serve as assistants to the Treas- 
urer General, and a Director of Taxation 
with one assistant. The American ap- 
pointees will be under the direction of the 
Persian Minister of Finance, and their 
contracts will be for a mintmum period of 
three years. Arrangements practicaily 
have been completed for the appointment 
of these other experts, and their names 
will be announced shortly. 

The advent of the Americans in Persia 
will be in line with the policy of the new 
régime of the Empire to introduce foreign 
talent in various capacities for the pur- 
pose of modernizing the administration 
of the country.

HOUSE ACTION ON POTASH. 


Votes $12,500 to Investigate Sources 
Which May Break German Monopoly.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The House 
took up the potash question to-day and 
expressed its cpinion of the tardy action 
of the State Department and the discom- 
fiting situation that besets the-American 
farmer and manufacturer of fertilizers. 
The Agricultural Appropriation bill being 
under consideration, Mr. Lever of South 
Carolina offered am amendment, which 
was incorporated in the bill, authorizing 
the Secretary of Agriculture to make an 
investigation throughout the country and 
its possessions discover, if possible, 
deposits of potash and nitrates and other 
natural fertilizers. The amendment car- 
ried an appropriation of $12,500 for the re- 
quired investigation. 

Representative Moss of Indiana it- 
tempted to defeat the appropriation by 
making a point of order. He said that 
mcre money was spent foolishly by farm- 
ers each year for fertilizer than for any 
other purpose. 

Mr. Lever of South Carolina told the 
House that the American farmer was Gc- 
pendent almost absolutely upon the pot- 
ash deposits of Germany. Kecent aiffi- 
culties encountered in getting potash from 
Germany made it very desirable that 
something be done. 

The vote in favor of the appropriation 
was overwhelming. Of the appropriation, 
$2,500 is to be available immediately. 

Mr. Lever read a letter from Milton 
Whitney, Chief of the Bureau of Soils 
in regard to the possible sources of pot- 
ash in commercial quantities in this coun- 
try. 

“Three now seem worthy of consid- 
eration,’ said Mr. Whitney, ‘“ although 
scientific inquiry may develop others as 
time goes on. It is possible that work- 
able deposits of potash salts exist in the 
desert basins of arid regions. Deposits 
of alumnite, a mixed sulphate of potash 
and alumina, are known, and considerable 
deposits of leucite, a potash silicate, have 
been reported in such regions which 
could reasonably be expected to lead to 
the formation of deposits.oef soluble pot- 
ash salis. A second possible source of 
potash salts is in the brines of our salt 
wells. Many of these brines are known 
to carry potash, but whether in workable 
amounts is not known. A third possible 
source of potash is in our potash bearing 
rocks and minerals. Certain feldspars 
and other minerals like leucite contain 
relatively large percentages of potash, 
whicn can be extracted by . laboratory 
methods, which are at present of doubt- 
ful practicability on a commercial scale.’’

NEW LIGHT ON ELOSSER CASE 


Woman Living in House Tells of See- 
ing a Figure on Parior Settee.

CUMBERLAND, Md., Feb. 10.—A new 
witness was discovered to-day in the 
Twigg-Elosser tragedy in Mrs, Susan 
Crummett, who occupied two rooms on 
the second floor in the-rear of the Elos- 
ser house. She states that on the fatal 
day she saw a figure on the settee 
through the parlor door as she was pass- 
ing to get a bucket of water. Then there 
was no commotion, and she did not know 
that anything untoward had occurred. 
Returning to her rooms she heard Mr, 
Elosser exclaim, in excited tones: 

‘‘ What in the world-has happened? ’”’ 

Almost immediately after she heard the 
voice of a woman saying:

May Blosser said she was in 
Grace’s room that afternoon taking a 
bath, but Mrs, Crummett declares she 
heard no movement. 

Mrs. Crummett told her story to-day in 
the presence of Dr. Thomas W. Koon, 
Police Commissioner, who assisted at the 
Twigg-Elosser autopsy; Detective T. A.

Representatives of Three Leading Or- 
ganizations Will Present the Rus- 
sian Question to Him Next Week.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Mr. Parsons 


of New York introduced to-day in the 
House a joint resolution to abrogate the 
treaty of 1832 between the United States 
and Russia for the purpose of asserting 
the protest of this Government against 
the attitude of the Russian Government 
toward American citizens of Jewish birth. 
The rosolution, which was referred to 


the Committee om Foreign Affairs, was as 
follows: 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives in Congrass assembled: 

That it iS and always has been a funda- 
mental principle of this Guvernment that 
the rights of its citizens shail not be im- 
pane at home or abroad because of relig- 
ous beliefs; 

That this Government concludes its treaties 
for the equal protection of all claases of its 
citizens without regard to religious belief; 

That this Government will not negotiate 
nor be a party to any treaty which discrim- 
inates, or which by one of the parties there- 
to, 15 construed to discriminate, betwren 
ae citizens on the ground of reijigivus 
elief; 

That the Gevernment of Russia has vio- 
lated the treaty between the United States 
of America and Russia concluded at St. 
Petersburg Dec, 18, 1832, by construing that 
part of Article 1 thereof, which says that 
the inhabitants of the respective States 
*‘ shall be at liberty to sojourn and reside in 
all parts whatsvever of said territories in 
order to attend to their affairs, ang they 
shall enjoy, to that effect, tle same security 
and protection as natives of the country 
wherein they reside, on condition of their 
submitting to the laws and ordinances there 
prevailing, and particularily to the regula- 
tions in force concerning commerce,’ to 
mean that American citizens of Jewish faith 
are subject in Russia to the same class re- 
striction that Russia imposes upon Russian 
inhabitants of Jewish faith, by declining to 
permit American citizens of Jewish faith to 
sojourn and reside in Russia in order to at- 
tend to their affairs and to enjoy, to that 
effect, the game security and protection as 
non-Jewish native Russians, and by refus- 
ing to honor American passports issued to 
American citizens of Jewish faith: 

That in the judgment of Congress the said 
treaty, for the reasons aforesaid, ought to 
be terminated at the earliest possible time 
and be no lJonger in force; 

And that to this end the President be, and 
he hereby is, directed to give notice to the 
Government of Russia that the treaty afore- 
said will terminate and be of not ree and 
effect upon the expiration of the year which 
shall commence alter the date of such noti- 
fication. 

Mr. Parsons, in brief remarks, told of 
the protests of our State Department 
against Russia’s action, and said of the 
effect of his resolution: 

‘*No longer will this country be a party 
to a treaty which is construed by the 
other side to entitle it to discriminate be- 
tween American citizens on the ground 
of their religious belief, a discrimination 
which is obnoxious to the fundamental 
principles of our Government. By action, 
and not by mere words, we will demon- 
strate to Russia and to the world our 


profound indignation at Russia’s uncivil- 


ized ways and her unfaithfulness to treaty 
obligations. Action by Congress is neces- 
sary for the effective termination of the 


treaty.”’ 


The question will be discussed at the 


White House next Wednesday at a confer- 


ence between President Taft, Secretary 
Nagel of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, a representative of the State 
Department, and leaders of the three lead- 
ing Jewish organizations in this country. 
Resolutions adopted Jan. 19 by the Coun-

Congregations at a meeting in New York 
were presented to the President; and as 
a result of these and of other protests he 
agreed to a conference.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Representa- 
tives of the three leading Jewish organi- 
zations of the country will have a con- 
ference at the White House next Wednes- 
day with President Taft, Secretary Nagel, 
and a representative of the State De- 
partment to take up the question as to 
whether our treaty with Russim should 
not be abrogated because of Russia’s re- 
fusal to honor American passports in 
the hands of American Jews.

BATHTUB DEMURRER FAILS. 


Individual Defendants Contended That 
They Had Not Acted Illegally. 


DETROIT, Feb. 10.—The demurrer @- 
tered by the individual defendants in the 
criminal suit of the Government against 
the so-called Bathtub Trust was over- 
ruled to-day in an opinion by Judge Den- 
nison of Grand Rapids, which was filed 
in the Federal court here. 

A specified date for the appearance of 
the defendants in court was not fixed at 
the request of their attorneys, who an- 
nounced that they will present another 
pleading, the nature of which was not 
made known, 

In the demurrer the defense alleged that 
the individual defendants, except the five 
alleged to have met at Mount Clemens, 
had not been shown to have committed 
an unlawful act within this jurisdiction. 
Judge Dennison held that this question 
was not germane until the trial.

to the that it is sometimes very 
diificult to jocate these offices and more 
often difficult to find their heacs on duty, 
an investigator yesterday attempted to 
make a visit to each of the State Gov- 
ernment’s offices on Manhattan Island. 

The search led from Seventy-fourth 
Street fo the Battery and took in both 
East River and Hudson River water 
fronts. There were eighteen separate 
buildings im all housing State officials 
who come into contact with the public, 
and these officials represented twenty 
separate branches of the State Govern- 
ment. Their combined office rent was 
found to be $61,608, or 5 per cent. on 
$1,032.160—a sum conceded to be suffi- 
cient to erect a State building in New 
York City more than ample to meet the 
present demands and leave a wide mar- 
gin for the future. 

In less than half of the offices were 
their responsible heads founu On duty, @ 
Chief Clerk being most often the nearest 
approach to an executive officer on the 
premises, and sometimes it was stated 
that it would be a week or more before 
the executive head would be in to callers. 

In all there was more or less dissatis- 
action with the prevailing system of 
segregated bureaus, housed in what-one 
Commissioner styled a haphazard fash- 
ion wherever the individual bureau chief 
happened to find roomg for rent or land- 
lords willing to make the needed altera- 
tions. ’ 


All Gondemn Present Cenditions. 


With three exceptions, the State offi- 
clals found on duty were anxious to give 
up their present quarters and move into 


a State building designed to meet their 
special meeds if such a building should 
be decided upon by the Legislature. 

One of the most tmportant departmental 
headquarters, whose rental figure is near- 
ly $7,000 a year, was fourd in a state of 
insurrection against the prevailing con- 
ditions, the rebellious spirit extending 
from the department's chief through its 
scores of clerks, and even down to its 
office boys. Its acting head is attempt- 
ing to organize his associates in a move- 
ment to bring to the attention of Gov. 
Dix the imperative need for a State 
building. He believes that such a build- 
ing would mean a vast improvement in 
the quality of Government service and 
& great convenieucse to the public, which 
now has to deal with bureaus over such a 
wide area.

The list shows a total of considerably 
less rental than is actually expended, for 
the reason that the city pays half of the 
rental of the Excise Commission’s offices, 
or $4,000, in addition to that paid by the 
State, and all the rental of the offices of 
the blic Service Commission fn the 
Tribune Building.

Some Offices Well Hidden. 


A sample of some of the difficulties an 
ordinary citizen must encounter in seek- 
ing a State department, except in the 
case of three or four of the best-known 
ones, is indicated in the case of the Tele- 


graph and Telephone Bureau. It is not 
mentioned in the telephone book either 
under “State of New York” or “ Bu- 
reau”™ or ‘*“ Telegraph and Telephone.” 
Yet an inquiry made at Albany for its 
address brought a response that it was 
paying $1,900 a year rental] in the Metro- 
politan Life Building. An examination of 
the building’s list of tenants failed to 
disclose its whereabouts, and there was 
mot an elevator starter in the place who 
could throw any light on its wheredbouts. 
In the four other State department offices 
located in the Metropolitan Life Building, 
two of which are also not mentioned on 
the index under discoverable titles, in- 
quiry was vainly made for the Telegraph 
and Telephone Bureau without result, so 
that the casual! inquirer had finally to 
abandon his effort to find it.

Central Location Demanded, 

State Excise Commissioner Moses Mcec- 
Kee, whose offices on the fourth floor 
of the Metropolitan Life Building cost the 
city and State $8,000 a year, was entirely 
favorebie to the idea of a State bullding 
for State departments. 

“The liquor retailers and the brewers 
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are the public with whom we deal,” /ne 
said, “and the only problem is to make 
sure the State building is measurably as 
near to central as our present location. 
We have several hundred callers a day, 
and they are all busy men. It would be 
unfair to put them under the necessity 
of making long trips to reach us. With 
this reservation I would favor a consoli- 
dated State office building. I wouid not 
faver such a butiding if located to meet 


the needs of the banking and insurance /| 


departments that prefer to remain down- 
town.”’ 

Speaking for the State Lunacy Commis- 
sion and the Board of Alienists, Dr. G. B. 
Campbell was confident that he expressed 
the views of his associates in stating tnat 
there was no objection to moving to a 
State building, located centrally uptown. 

‘We have the care of 14,000 insane pa- 
tients,”’ he said, ‘‘ and the officials of the 
four institutions housing them are fre- 
quired to come to our offices at least once 
a@ week for board meetings. That means 
a State building would have to be cen- 
trally located if we were to move into it. 
We examine many friends and relatives 
of the insane who are public charges, and 
the only objection to sharing quarters 
with other State commissions that I can 
see is that the lawyers and business men 
might not like to meet our kind of people 
in the corridors and elevators. But if they 
don't object we certainly shall not.’ 

While it has to deal almost exclusively 
with lobster, oyster, and deep sea fish- 
ermen, the Marine Fisheries Bureau of 
the Forest, Fish and Game Commission 
has not sought out a water-front office, 
but is in the Metropolitan tower. 


“We could just as conveniently meet) 


the oyster fishermen, who are our prin- 
cipal callers, anywhere else up town 45 
here,” said C. 8. Dixon, the bureau chiet. 
“Many of them come down from Con- 
necticut, anyhow, and wouldn't be partic- 
ular where they come to, so jong as it ds 
on a subway line.”’ 

In the United Charities Building, which 
is a sort of centre for philanthropic 
workers, the Charities Board took ‘up its 
headquarters, according to Supt. John B. 
Prest, chiefly because it was easy to 
keep in touch there with other workers 
along similar lines. The board, he said, 
came only slightly into contact with peo- 
ple in large numbers, and wouldn't object 
to changing headquarters, so long as the 
change was to a convenient centre. 

Why the Automobile Bureau, which 
can’t be found under any designation in 
the telephone book, prefers to be up at 
Severty-fourth Street, or how the Labor 
Department likes its offices at Fourth 
Avenue and Twenty-seventh Street, 
could not be ascertained. In the latter 
ease the clerk in charge under no condi- 
tions would commit himself as to the opin- 
ions of his absent chief, and in the for- 
mer case the long search for the bureau Ss 
whereabouts was not ended until after 
the closing hour. . 

Attempts to bring the matter of a State 
building before the Legislature will be 
made, it was said in the Controller's of- 
fice, within a week.

ITS WORK PLEASES CROKER

The Fire Department’s new automobile 
water tower, the first of its kind in the 
country, saw active service for the first 
time early yesterday morning when it was 
run from the engine house at White and 
Lafayette Streets ‘to a burning loft build- 


‘ing at 39 Elizabeth Street 


Chief Croker superintended the activ- 
ities of the tower and was satisfied with 
the work it did. Fire Commissioner 
Waldo has not yet decided that the 
motor-truck, in connection with the water 
tower, has come to stay. The present in- 
stallation is still considered experimental, 
but everybody scemed pleased yesterday. 
The test is part of the general movement 


to do away with horses in the depart- 
ment. 

The water tower, tractor and all, weighs 
11 tons and is said to be the heaviest 
piece of fire apparatus in the world. 
Three powerful horses found it no easy 
task to trundle a tower, and delays were 
usual, so the apparatus frequently got into 
action too late to be effective. Usually 
the last piece of apparatus te arrive, the 
motor-driven tower reached the Elizabeth 
Street fire yesterday morning before the 
hose carts were out of the way. 

it is the old tower, which used to be 
drawn by the horses, that the motor truck 
now draws. The front wheels and tongue 
have been replaced by the four-wheeled, 
gas-electric tractor, made by the Couple 
Gear Freight Wheel Company of Grand 
Rapids at a cost of $5,000. It ts equipped 
with a 50 horse power engine and is guar- 
anteed to travel at 15 miles an hour. 
Tower and all, the apparatus is 40 feet 
long and will turn in its own len 
With its motor appliance, the tower can 
go to fires as before with 
charge, and only useless part 
it is the automobile horn, which 
pretends will replace the clanging 
that is a part of the old tower itself.

Judge Martin Sorry That a Man 
Wasn't the First Offender to be 
Caught—Fine of $2,000 Paid. 





Roberta Menges Corwin Hill, whose 
two marriages brought her international 
notoriety, attained the further distinc- 
tion yesterday of being the first person 
sentenced to prison for smuggling per- 
sonal belongings when arriving on an 
ocean liner at this port. 

The sentence was imposed by Judge 
Martin of the United States Circuit 
Court, after conference with his col- 
leagues, who decided that they could not 
break away from the rule they had laid 
down last Fall, after several well-known 
persons had been caught smuggling, that 
the next offender in this line must go to 
prison, 

Mrs. Hill offended in the trifling mat- 
ter of a $6,000 sable coat, several rings, 
and other jewelry when she returned on 
the American liner St. Paul last month. 

Her father, Morris Menges of Sheeps- 
head Bay, put up $5,000 bail, as her last 
husband, Capt. Hill of the British Army, 
some time ago, had obtained a divorce, 
and retained Edward Lauterbach as her 
counsel. There have been several ad- 
journments of her case. 

Yesterday she came into court accom- 
panied by her mother, and in a very tear- 
ful state. Mr. Lauterbach made a plea 
for clemency, saying, among other things, 
that his client had undergone an opera- 
tion shortly before. her trip abroad,

Shoe Manufacturer Are Arrested. 
First Officer of the Amer- 
jean liner St. Paul, who for ten years has 
been in the service of that company, was 
arrested customs agents 
charged with sm At the same 
time they arrested William C. Warner of 

Convent Avenue, a former manufacturer 
of shoes, charged with being an accom- 
plice of Rind ‘n a conspiracy to smuggle. 
Both were arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Shields after a hearing be- 
fore Surveyor He in the Custom 
House. 

The customs men that on Jan. 
1 the two men fraudulently import 
and bring into the United States a five- 
stone diamond ring dutiable by law with- 
out the payment of duty thereon.’’ 
and Warner were held in $5,000 bail each 
for examination on Feb. 14 and were com- 
mitted to the Tombs. 

Some time ago information reached the 
Custom House that Rind was smuggling 
merchandise and jewelry into this coun- 
try. Special Treasury agents were put 
on the case, and for weeks they have been 
following clues. When the St. Paul ar- 
rived on Feb. 3 they struck the trall of 
the ring, and yesterday it was decided to 
arrest both men. Before doing this the 
officers visited the St. Paul and searched 
the officer’s room. It was said at the 
Custom House that they found two cans 
of cocaine and a small quantity of opium. 
This find, it is admitted, came as a sur- 
prise, though it confirmed information 
that had reached the Surveyor. The drugs 
are said to be worth about $600. 

While the charge against the men men- 
tion only one ring, vaiued at about §80, 
there is said to have been another ring 
landed, and an effort is being made to 
find out what became of it. The officials 
say the one has been located. 

The customs men refused to discuss 
the case for, they say, the investigation 
is mot ended. An effort is heing made 
now to find out if others are implicated 
in the alleged plot to smuggle and to find 
the receivers of the smuggled articles. 
One said the case is important, though 
it ig probable that Rind, a good officer, 
is simply the victim of bad company. It 
was important in that {ft involved a high 
steamship officer and that such a plot 
might have grown when the men found 
it easy to land*goods. Investigation has 
led to the belief that smuggling was car- 
ried on only in a small way.

GUILTY OF SELLING 
WICKERSHAM LETTER 


Jury Satisfied Riley Placed That 
with Magazines, but Uncertain 
About the Other Charges. 








SIX MONTHS IN JAIL FOR HIM 





Accusations Based on Publication of 
Sugar Trust Secrets In Federal 
Papers to Which He Had Access. 





Thomas P. Riley, at one time practical- 
ly Traffic Manager of the American 
Sugar Refining Company, later a special 
investigator of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, to which he furnished a 
great deal of valuable matter against 
the company whose employ he had left, 
or from which he had been discharged, 
was sentenced to six months in jail -yes- 
terday in the United States Circuit Court 
for taking and having caused to be pub- 
lished in The Cosmopolitan Magazine a 
copy of the now somewhat celebrated 
Wickersham letter. The defendant took 
the sentence coolly. 

Riley began in 1906 to turn over to 
periodicals confidential information that 
he had obtained through sixteen years of 
service in the Sugar Trust, and this in- 
formation, being taken to the United 
States Government, resulted in the im- 
position of heavy fines upon the New 
York Central and a number of other 
railroads for rebating to the Sugar Trust. 
He ends now, if his appeal is unsuccess- 
ful, by spending six months in jail for 
turning over to a periodical confidential 
matter that he had-access to by reason 
of his connection with the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. 

The case began before Judge Martin 
on Wednesday, arousing considerable in- 
terest because of the publicity given the 
Wickersham letter. His counsel argued

Spring Supply in the Market 
Here a Month Earlier 
Than Usual. 








AS TO BE CHEAPER 





Big Storage Supply Must Now Reach 
the Market—Cheese Aiso to Drop— 
Meat Market’s Tendency Upward. 








The Spring supply of eggs from the 
West has begun to reach New York, and | 
prices, which have already taken a big | 
tumble in the last three weeks, are to; 
£0 lower still next week, the wholesalers | 
and jobbers say. Lower prices are also | 
predicted for butter. and cheese. 

The Spring supply is about a month 
earlier than usual, the difference being 
due to the open weather this Winter. 
When the weather is mild, the hens get 
about outdoors and begin laying earlier. |

Kansas, and Nebraska. 

Fresh eggs were offered from the West 
yesterday as low as 19% cents a dozen, as 
against 28 or 80 cents, the usual price at 
this time of year.

The packers gobbled up the creamery 
butter to color their oleomargarine, and 
this helped to make prices high last Sum- 
mer. An idea of the demand for this 
purpose may be gained from the fact that 
the output of oleomargarine in the year 
ending last July was 192,000,000 pounds.’’

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THE ENGLISH PROTECTIONISTS. 

The Eiiglish protectionists, who, with 
characteristic want of humor, call 
themselves “tariff reformers,” have 
made a hopeless fight against the Gov- 
érmment on the Canadian trade agree- 
ment with this country. Mr. AUSTEN 
CHAMBERLAIN, who inherits his father’s 
policy, but hardly his father’s skill in 
advocacy, led the attack on Wednesday. 

His main argument was a curious 
one. If Canada is allowed to sell her 
food products in our markets, she would 
have less to sell in the United King- 
dom, and food would be dearer there. 
“There would be a constantly increas- 
ing drain upon Canadian supplies here- 
tofore sent to England.” There are 
several interesting points in this plea. 
In the first place, whatever may be the 
effect of Canada seeking wider and 
nearer markets on this side of the 
ecean, the British Government cannot 
prevent it. Canada is as free to make 
her own trade arrangements as is the 
Wnited States, and Parliament can no 
more dictate to one than to the other. 
In the second place, if England had the 
power, it would be a queer sort of bid 
for imperial unity to try to limit Can- 
€a@a to English markets. That experi- 
ment was pretty well tried out a hun- 
Grea and fifty years ago with the col- 
onies that became the United States. 
Undoubtedly it would have no more 
profitable results if undertaken with 
Canada. 

Mr. CHAMBERLAIN does not, however, 
contemplate any such crude application 
of his doctrines. He knows it would be 
ruin. ~He would go at it in a much 
more indirect fashion. He would tax 
ali food products such as Canada of- 
fers, and then waive the tax for the 
hetefit of colonial products. This 
the famous “imperial preference ”’ 
Which the elder CHAMBERLAIN made 
much, but which he was never able 
force on his party, much less on the 
United Kingdom. Clearly its first and 
unavoidable effect would be to raise 
the cost of food in England. Even if 
the colonies were ultimately able to 
produce all the food needed by the home 
country, it is not certain that they 
would send their crops there. Why 
should they if they had free markets 
across their southern border, three 
thousand miles nearer? The time is 
within conceivable, if not calculable, 
distance when the United States will 
need food supplies from abroad. When 
this time comes trade will flow over the 
Canadian boundary as freely as cars 
run or boats sail. No possible contriv- 
ance on the part of England can pre- 
vent it. 

The next day Mr. As@vurTH made 
Bhort work of the protectionist move. 
At every election since the Conserva- 
tives had launched the protectionist 
idea, they had been defeated. He stood 
firmly for the time-honored principles 
of Engiand, and defied his opponents 
te press the issue. When a vote was 
taken the decisive majority for the 
Government was 102, the Irish and 
the Laborites sustaining Mr. Asqurra. 
The only hope of the English protec- 
tlenists now is in the Senate of the 
United States.

WAS GTON’S LINCOLN MEMORIAL 

The Commission of Fine Arts created 
by Congress in May, 1910, hae had not 
quite a year in which to make the 
value of its services known to the peo- 
ple. An opportunity now arises for it 
to impress ite knowledge and judgment 
upon the gentlemen in charge of the 
Memorial at Washington to ABRAHAM 
Iancotx. A bill appropriating two 
tmhiilion dollars for the memorial and 
appointing a Commission to select a 
site and decide upon the design has 
just passed both houses of Congress. 
Tt will be remembered that two years 
ago when plans for such a memorial 
@ame up for consideration Tuam Truus 
published an outline of three plans that 
had been brought before Congress. One 
Was that specified by the United States 
_ Park Commission seven or eight years 
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> ago for a memorial structure to be

bridge from Washington to Arlington.

A 
second plan, reported to Congress by 
Mr. McCuieary in 1908, proposes a 
broad road extending from the White 
‘House to Gettysburg, constructed ac- 
ig cording to the highest engineering 
at and with embellishments of 
ard and trees. The third plan 
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tions surrounding the. plaza at the 
Union Station, having as a chief feat- 
ure a frieze inscribed with quotations 
from LINCOLN’s speeches. It would be 
called the Lincoln Peristyle, but would 
give no place for a statue of LINCOLN, 
as the centre of the plaza is already 
committed to the Columbus Memorial 
Fountain. 

The Commission now created is au- 
thorized to avail itself of the services 
or advice of the Commission of Fine 
Arts, and the influence of the Commis- 
Sion should be of the highest impor- 
tance in determining upon a memorial 
which is to be permanent in character, 
upon which a large sum of public 
money is to be spent, and which can 
have no other excuse than its fitness 
to commemorate a man whose faith 
that “right makes might” led him to 
his high office and to an enduring 
place in our history. The plan selected 
should be thoroughly explained and 
scrutinized, ite special points of superi- 
ority to other plans suggésted clearly 
set forth, and full opportunity given 
for public discussion of it, before Its 
final adoption. If the memorial is to 
involve art, no other than artistic con- 
siderations should be allowed to control 
it. In that way only can we have a 
National memorial that will be an 
object of National pride. 





WOOD PULP AND PRINT PAPER. 


All but two of the fifty print paper 
makers of the country are violating 
the Sherman law by restricting the 
use to which the paper they sell 
can be put. No print paper can be 
bought f. o. b. mill unless the name 
of the buyer, the destination of the 
paper, and the use to which it is to be 
put are disclosed, as well as the in- 
formation that the buyer has no con- 
tract with any other millL—Mr. Joun 
Norris, Chairman of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
before the Ways arznd Means Commit- 
tee, 





A variety of undisputed facts lend 
support to Mr. Norris’s theory that 
there is in the paper-manufacturing 
business an unlawful combination in 
restraint of trade. There is, as he 
points out, no open market for paper. 
Mr. Don C. Serrz of The World stated 
to the committee that the representa- 
tive of a newspaper publisher attempt- 
ed last Fall to make a contract for a 
very large supply of print paper, but 
could get no manufacturer to put In a 
bid. When a publisher’s contract ex- 
pires he is unable to make any ar- 
rangement for a new supply save with 
the mill with which he had the con- 
tract. Moreover, although the Payne- 
Aldrich law reduced the dyty on print 
paper by $2.25 per ton, that is, from $6 
to $3.75 per ton, the manufacturers of 
paper have advanced prices $2.50 a ton 
since that tariff law went into effect, 
and they are talking of still further 
advances. 

A process of inductive reasoning ap- 
plied to these facts would lead natural- 
ly to the conclusion that a combination 
exists guch as Mr. Norris describes. 
But let us be charitable. Let us as- 
sume that the news print manufactur- 
ers have their troubles as well as the 
publishers. They say there is a defi- 
clency in the supply, that they are un- 
able to manufacture enough to meet the 
demand. The fact that they advanced 
the price of paper by $2.50 a ton, after 
a reduction in the import duty, would, 
by those disposed to be charitable, be 
construed as an evidence that the sup- 
ply is, in fact, deficient. 

Assuming this to be the truth, how 
can any reasonable and candid man 
oppose the ratification of the Canadian 
reciprocity agreement, which would at 
once and largely increase our supply of 
newspaper raw material and lead to a 
lowering of prices? In Canada the sup- 
ply is boundless. It is near our mar- 
ket. Would it not be a senseless pro- 
ceeding to shut out by import taxes a 
commodity of which we stand in such 
serious need? Would not the removal 
of the duties relieve the manufacturers 
aos well as the publishers_of present 
embarrassments? For instance, Tur 
Timms would be very glad at the pres- 
ent moment to make a contract -for 
paper to an amount, approximately, of 
three-quarters of a million dollars a 
year. No manufacttirer comes to Tu» 
Times with an offer to supply its need. 
The eagerness is all on the side of the 
consumer; the producer, for whatever 
reason, appears to be indifferent. But 
that is a strange and anomalous situa- 
tion, a situation that would be impos- 
sible in a well-supplied, free market. 

Relief is promised through this Ca- 
nadian agreement, yet Républican 
members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and a great many Republicans 
in the House and in the Senate are op- 
posed to ratification. Why? Is it be- 
cause of their loyalty to the doctrine of 


tprotection? If the party in power sin- 


cerely believes that the Government 
ought to guarantee the profits of the 
manufacturers of news print paper, 
why not pay over the money directly 
instead of guaranteeing profits by the 
indirect process of a customs levy? The 
newspapers themselves might make up 
the guarantee fund. It would~ be 
cheaper for them. If they were al- 
lowed to purchase their supply of print 
paper in Canada, or wherever it was 
cheapest, unobstructed by any tariff 
imposts, they could afford to say to the 
American manufacturers of print pa- 
per: “ You may close your mills, and 
we will pay you every year a sum equal 
to your average annual profits for the 
last ten years.”” The newspapers would 
save money by such an afrangement. 
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annually for print papef more than 
$55,000,000, and they face the prospect 
of an increase of this amount by some- 
thing like 25 per cent. 

Protection runs mad when, confront- 
ed by these facts, it insists that the 
paper duty shall be retained, that the 
Canadian agreement shall be rejected, 








A BATTLE WITH AN ENVIRONMENT. 

Immured in the mountains of Dast 
Tennessee and of the abutting ends of 
séven other Southern States is a popu- 
lation of 8,000,000 white mountaineers 
of British stock, descended from Revo- 
lutionary soldiers, inheriting the tradi- 
tions of WasHiIneronw and JEFFreRSON, 
and speaking the speech of Dlizabethan 
yeomen. Forgotten, unreckoned with, 
lost to the modern world, their women 
weaving in their looms the patterns of 
the sixteenth century and repeating the 
old ballads—* our contemporary ances- 
tors,” as President Frosr of Berea Col- 
lege called them last night in his Lin- 
coln’s Birthday speech in Carnegie 
Hall—these illiterate but decent three 
millions of our purest breed are worth 
reclaiming to the South and to the 
country. ABRAHAM LINCOLN Was born 
among them. 

It is a battle with the beleaguering 
forces of the mountains to bring to 
these people the enlightenment of mod- 
ern times. They need special educa- 
tional help. The various denomination- 
al churches are establishing missions 
and mountain schools among them. But 
they have no educational institution 
with anything Hke the support that is 
given to the cause of negro education 
in the South. Negroes are in need of 
all the education they can get. But 
here is a great population upon which 
the South can depend as its white 
“middle class”"—a population that tis 
not te be confused with the “ poor 
whites” who were contaminated with 
the influences of slavery, and degraded 
by competition with slave labor. Berea 
Collewe is representative of the best 
that has thus far been attempted for 
the education of these hemmed-in mill- 
ions of sturdy Americans in the con- 
temporary arts and industries. Tt 
should have at least the resources of a 
Hampton or a Tuskegee. 








THE BOOTBLACKS’ BILL. 

Mr. Frank La Mort, President of 
the United Bootblacks’ Protective 
League of this State, respectfully calls 
our attention to Assembly bill No. 77, 
introduced at the League’s request by 
Assemblyman Boruan, which prohibits 
the shining of shoes by bootblacks after 
8 P. M. Sundays. If it passes, Mr. La 
Mort says, “it will be the means of 
permitting us to spend a few hours on 
Sunday with our families.” 

That is an eloquent plea Mr. La 
Mor?’s picture is that of bootblacks 
pathetically shining shoes all day, 
seven days in the week. But rain and 
snow and mud are not Sunday observ- 
ers. Possibly, too, there are many 
bootblacks who would be giad of an 
opportunity to shine shoes on Sunday 
afternoons and evenings. We have 
been having a deal of restrictive, pa- 
ternal legislation, and more is proposed. 
The barbers’ union maintains amicable 
relations with its employers, which in- 
clude adjustments of working hours, 
shifts, and soon. So long as necessary 
work is to be done there should be 
workers at hand to do it. With a 
proper arrangement of shifts, we think, 
the bootblacks could all manage to 
spend more than a few hours on Sun- 
day with their families. 








MYSTERIES OF MONEYMAKING. 

There is something more mysterious 
than anything in high finance about 
the success in moneymaking of the 
miser whose story was told in our dis- 
patch from Stamford yesterday. His 
fortune grew to a quarter of a million, 
although he kept his securities tn eld 
newspapers by way of safe deposit, 
and left uncashed checks in some cases 
thirteen years old. 


Where then did the olf man whose, 


money did him so little good learn how 
to make his money? Was it by a sort 
of instinct toward the dollar, like the 
homing instinct in birds? And what 
were the limits of this faculty? How 
could a man of guch instincts possibly 
think that it was prudent to keep his 
money in the way known to him to be 
go unsafe “hat he watched it through 
the nights year after year? And how 
could a man with such fondness -for 
money, a8 well as keenness in making 
it, endure to see it lie idle, when it 
possessed the capacity of bringing him 
more money with less risk and trouble? 
The art of cutting off coupons ia not 
difficult to learn, but it was not prac- 
ticed by a man able to make money 
enough to own the bonda. 

This case is so far from being sin- 
gular that on the same day another one 
was reported. A Long Island farmer 
died worth a round million made by 
himself, although he ocduld neither read 
nor write. His start wis not a mys- 
tery. He owned a farm which the 
growth of Brooklyn turned into build- 
ing lots, but that was only his start. 
He traded in real estate thereafter, and 
anybody who can do that and keep 
what he starts with has the money- 
making instinct for a certainty. In 
this case the fortuhnemaker demon- 
strated more intelligence than the 
Stamford miser. He knew how to use 
the money he made, and was wise 
enough to hire technical intelligence to 
take care of it. Although he signed his 
checks with his cross, they were pre- 
pared for him by a bank clerk, who 
almost certainly will never make his 


classical, but very different. One day 
President -LINCOLN, according to the 
story, presented to the Treasury thir- 
teen monthly salary checks, at the rate 
of that time of $25,000 annually. The 
officer asked the President why he had 
not cashed the checks. The reply was 
that the President thought that Uncle 
Sam had more need for the money than 
himself, and he had allowed it te Iie 
in the Treasury. It would be easy to 
marvel that a President should not 
have known that a warrant onoe drawn 
was deducted from the Treasury’s 
available balance, and that {t was gone 
so far es the Government was ocon- 
cerned as irrevocably aa though the 
warrant had been cashed, so that in 
fact the President had not accommo- 
dated Uncle Sam at all, and of course 
the money had been collected from the 
taxpayers equally tn any case. But 
the anecdote is about a man whose in- 
telligence and experience were mar- 
vels. It is not permissible to suppose 
that Amsranam LIncoun did not appre- 
ciate any act he ever performed. It is 
& practical certainty that he was guid- 
ed by @ patriotic impulse and a knew!l- 
edge of conditions which made even 
that small accommodation worth while 
to the country. It was the men who 
were giants in those days, and it was 
the Treasury which was embarrassed 
habitually. In those days there was a 
short shrift for tax dodgers, and men 
practiced humbly and privately what 
they shout about in the market place 
now, while not all the practice is on 
the old high scale. It is only because 
the conditions are so easy that such 
virtues are not necessary. We are said 
to be cankered by wealth, but there 
&re those who have the faith that if 
the old etrains should recur, and the 
country should really be in need, the 
old virtues would revive, with the re- 
currence of politics better worth while 
than those which are concerned chiefly 
with the distribution of profits. 








GOV. DIX HELPS TAMMANY. 

Gov. Drx has not reconsidered his 
position of recommending that the 
State Highways Commission be abol- 
ished. His speech Wednesday night be- 
fore the Real Estate Board of Brokers 
indicates that he will not reconsider it. 
He seems bound to help Tammany to 
the good roads contracts under the 
$50,000,000 appropriation. Before his 
counsel began investigating the State 
Departments the Governor had ac- 
cused the Highways Commission of éx- 
travagance, inefficiency, and political 
wire-pulling. That was prefudging its 
case. Gov. Drx would do well to await 
the outcome of the investigation before 
discrediting officials wf whose activi- 
ties most of the organizations devoted 
to good roads have spoken highly. 

Accused by the Governor before the 
facts can be properly brought before 
him, the members of the Commission 
can only reply that he will find mighty 
little evidence of political activity on 
their part, as they have worked along 
approved civil service lines in their ap- 
pointments. As for the charge of ex- 
travagance, they are producing at 
$13,000 a mile macadam roads with 
bituminous binders sixteen feet wide, 
in every way better buflt and more 
durable than the old-style twelvé-foot 
roads, produced at $1,000 a mile, that 
raveled to pieces without a surface 
binder under the {mpact of automobiles, 
At the demand of the counties they 
have eliminated steep grades in order 
thet loads of maximum weight may be 
carried, and it is the farmers through- 
out the State who are calling for what 
the Governor stigmatizes as “ boule- 
vards.” The tonnage of traffic has in- 
creased, and crushes the life out of the 
narrower roads built In the old way. 
When it is considered that Iabor costs 
one-fourth more than it did five years 
ago, and that {t is foreign labor and 
relatively inefficient, it would seem 
that the Highways Commission should 
be commended for constructing the sys- 
tem of good roads 80 cheaply. 

But Gov. Drx continues to attack it. 
The first Albany dispatchés announced 
that, under the Governor’s plan, State 
Enginéer Bernset of Tammany Hall 
should have the letting of the contracts, 
while the “Superintendent of Public 
Works, Mr. Trmman, of the up-State 
Defhooratic machine, would prepare the 
specifications. But a later dispatch 
reads: 

Under the proposed Dix bill all 
good 8 roads contracts would be 
let solely by State Superintendent of 
Public Works TrR»eMAN, and the ac- 
tivities of the State Engineer would 
be confined to the engineering prob« 
lems involved. 

Still later the Governor has said that 
Mr. Bunsex should have the preparing 
of specifications, and, yet more recent~ 
ly, Mr. Dre announces that the Com- 
mission ought to be single-headed, -with 
Mr. Bunsen in charge both of the con- 
tracts and the specifications. Inas<« 
tuch as Mr. Benxse. will never have 
time to attend personally to these mat- 
tera—he has to administer the $101,- 
000,000 barge canal improvemént—the 
bill conveniently permits him to name 
a deputy to work in his name and stead, 
It is not difficult to guess that Mr.

Anyway? give to a large number 
of pupils the ability to write an intelligi- 
ble sentence will not find consolation or 
enlightenment, we think, in a treatise of 
a student just published in Education. 
It is one of the many studies made by 
those who are expected to take leading 
Places in the schools of the State. ‘We 
quote a passage from the preface: 


The fundamental problem of education 
must always be, in its broadest terms, the 
character of the process of interaction be- 
tween an immature developing individual 
on the one hand and a more or less pér- 
manent organization of social ideals and 
habits on the other hand. Historically the 
tendency has been to emphasize either of 
what we may call these ‘‘ terminal as- 
pects ’’ of the educational process to the 
comparative exclusion of the é6ther: and the 
problem of the -ediicational theory ef the 
present day, if it is to takes advantage of 
current conceptions of organic unity and of 
functional activity, will be to examine more 
closely this process of interaction between 
children, with all their infinite promises 
and their unrealized potencies, and the 
social media through which aloné they can 
reach their fullest and highest development. 
It is this interaction which is the method 
ef education. 

We do not presume to call this state- 
ment of the “fundamental problem of 
education ” incorrect, because we can only 
wonder what it is all about. The fact re- 
mains, as we have had occasion to show, 
that many pupils almost ready for High 
School can not, or at least do not, show 
the slightest evidence in their composi- 
tions 6f having acquired the education for 
which the State pays. Education, we ad- 
mit, is a most difficult matter, both when 
considered from the standpoint of the 
teacher before the class or from the phi- 
losopher’s chair. But we are bound to 
confess that the problem is not madé 
any clearer to us by the philosophy of 
this student of education.

299,415,317 Tickets Sold Last Year 
Agalnst 270,221,490 In the Subway. 


The Public Sevice Commission made 

public yesterday a summary of station 
sales of tickets on the elevated and Sub- 
way systems for 1910, compared with 1909, 
This showed the elevated roads still in 
advance of the Subway in the matter of 
total traffic, although the Bubway hss 
been gaining. The four elevated lines sold 
a total of 299,415,317 tickets in 1910, 
against 286,403,798 in 1908; the Subway 
sold 270,221,490 in 1910, against 256,768,981 
in 1 . 
On the elevated lines the Second Avenue

REBUKED ON APPEAL | 


Woman’s Accident Verdict Upset 
Because of Her Lawyer’s 
Unfair Tactics. 





TRIAL JUDGE IS CRITICISED 





Abuse of Witnesses and Appeals to 
Prejudice No Way to Try a Case, Says 
Appellate Division to T. J. O'Neill. 





By a unanimous decision handed down 
yesterday the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court ordered a new trial of 
Mrs. Alice Philpot’s suit against the New 
York Transportation Company for injur- 
ies sustained by the overturning of a 
Fifth Avenue bus upon her. The case was 
tried before Supreme Court Justicé Gave- 
gan and Mrs. Philpot got a verdict of 
$17,500. 

The Appellate Division finds that, “after 
a trial conducted by the plaintiff's coune ’ 
sel in the manner indicated, it’ was cer- 
tainly essential that the jury should be 
given by the court a clear statement of 
questions which they were to decide and 
in some way indicate to the jury what 
was necessary to establish in order te 
entitle the plaintiff to a verdict.”’ 

Thomas J. O’Neill was Mrs. Philpot’s 
lawyer, ahd much of the decision consists 
of criticism of his abuse of witnesses, ap- 
peals to prejudice, and attacks on Arthur 
K. Wing, the lawyer for the defendant 
company. 

One passage of the decision says that 
Justice Gavegan’s refusal to grant Mr. 
Wing’s request to exclude witnesses from 
the courtroom while one was testifying 
“closely approaches an abuse of discre- 
tion.’’ 

‘In framing his questions on the 6¢xame- 
ination,” says Justice Ingraham, who 
wrote the decision, referring to Lawyer 
O’Neill, ‘‘ he constantly stated the testi- 
mony of the witness incorrectly, arid when 
the witness was attempting to answer in- 
terrupted with such remarks as, ‘ Keep 
right at it! There is ho chance, you have 
to stick right to it! Theat is as plain as 
a pikestaff!’ 

*‘ And later this question, ‘ Six from one 
hundred is how much?’ That was ob- 
jected to by counsel for the defendant, 
but the court directed the witness to an~- 
swer.”’ 

Justice Ingraham quotes passages from 
O’Neill’s address to the jury which hé 
said were manifestly improper. Among 
them was this: 

“Tt must indeed be an amazing thing 
to see how far a defense can be put up 
in such a case; and you can figure up 
what chance you as pedestrians _might 
have if you were struck by an automobilé 
while you were in the middle of thé 
streét when they can put up this kind of 
& defense when you are on the sidewalk.” 

Then, says Justice Ingraham, O'Neill 
told the jury that ‘‘if they ever needed @ 
lawyer to put in a defense the defendant's 
counsel was the man ‘if any one you 
know happens to be -caught with the 
goods on, just exactly like a crook with a 
smoking revolver in his hand or even with 


the stolen property in his pocket, right 
with it on, this is the lawyer.’ ”’ 

The decision says that negligence was 
= established, and lays down this prin- 
ciple: 

“The orderly administration of justice 
requires counsel for the respective parties 
to honestly and in good faith assist the 
court and jury in determining the question 
at issue. When the position of counsél 
im a casé on trial before a jury is-so gross- 
ly abused as it was in this case, and when 
an appeal is made both during the exam- 
ination of witnesses and in an address to 
the jury to excite their prejudices, rather 
than to elucidation of the questions of 
fact, we féel that the ends of justice re- 
quire that the casé should again be tried 
when it can be intelligently and clearly 
presented for final determination.’’

On being admitted to practice he estab- 
lished himself in this city, In 1866 he was 
appointed curator of the Bellevue Hospi- 
tal Medical College, and held the office 
for six years, until he became the visiting 
surgeon in i872.

| JAMES ELVERSON DEAD. 
Publisher of Philadelphia Inquirer 


Rose from Messenger Boy. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Féb. 10.—James El- 
verson, publisher of The Philadelphia In- 
quirer. who rosé from a telegraph mes- 
senuger boy, died at his home here to- 
night. He was born in England seventy- 
three years ago. 

Having obtained a common school edu- 
cation, Mr. Zlverson went to work in 
Newark for the old Magnetic Telegraph 
Company. At 16 years of age he was an 
operator, and before he was 20 he was 
manager of the consolidated telegraph of- 
fices in Newark, Associated Press agent, 
and instructor of operators. 

At the beginning of the civil war he 
went to Washington to be manager of the 
American Telegraph Company. He came 
into close contact with President Lincoln 
and his Secretaries. 

In 1865 he moved to Philadelphia, where, 
with a newspaper associate, he established 
The Saturday Night, a paper devoted to 
municipal interests. The next year he 
turned Saturday Night into a story paper, 
Mr. Elverson getting’ entire control of it 
in 1879. It was of the family paper style, 


and attained a circulation of more than 
300,000 copies. 
. In 1880 Mr. Elverson established Golden 
Days, a weekly for boys and girls, which 
also attained a large circulation, and nine 
years later he obtained a controlling in- 
terest in The Philadelphia Inquirer, a 
2-cent morning paper. He made over the 
paper and reduced the price to 1 cent. 
Mr. Elverson is survived by a widow 
and two children—Col. James Elverson, 
Jr., Secretary and Treasurer of The In- 
quirer, and a daughter, who in 1894 was 
married to Jules Paternotre, then the Am- 
bassador of France at Washington. 





Dr. Augusta Reed. 

Dr. Augusta Reed, wife of Charles B. 
Reed, well known as & medical worker 
among the poor and an authority on 
metaphysics and psychic research, died at 
the Sherman Square Hotel on Thursday 
night at the age of 59 years. She was 
born at Lowell, Mass., and was graduated 
from the College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons in Boston. For many years she de- 
voted her time exclusively to medical 
work among the Boston poor. It was 
mainly through her efforts that the study 
of “‘ humane education ’’ was added to the 
curriculum of Connecticut schools. She 
was the author of several books, and a 
member of the Writers’ Club of London, 
the Woman’s Press Club of New York, 


the Sorosis Club, and the Daughters of 
the American Revolution.

‘THE STEEL TONNAGE REPORT 





Unexpected Increase in Unfilled Orders 
Without Market Influence—Banks 
Still Gain on Inland Movements. 





Yesterday’s stock market was as in- 
conclusive as its forerunners of the week. 
Stocks rose in the early trading under a 
renewal of the short covering which was 
-under way at the close on Thursday, but 
'}as soon as the demand from this source 
had been filled prices fell away and trad- 
ing steadily diminished in volume to the 
end of the day, when the list disclosed 
as many losses as gains, with the changes 
in either direction once more confined to 
fractions. In the final hour professional 
traders, in increasing numbers, openly 
displayed impatience with the market;

Bradstreet’s American exports were 2,274,000 
bushels, against 2,328,000 bushels, and esti- 
mated world’s exports were 11,000,000 bushels, 
10,700,000 bushels last week. Cash 
wheat was dull, with seven loads of Manitoba 
reported resold. No. 2 red was quoted at 96%c; 
No. 1 Northern, $1.13%4; No. 2 hard Winter, 
$1.05%; No. 1, Manitoba, $1.04%. 

CORN was heavy, losing all of the advance of 
Thursday, and closed at about the low point. 
The decline was influenced by the wheat mar- 
ket and also by the weakness in oats. There 
were more rains in Argentina, and offictal ad- 
vices were that rain had fallen over the entire 
country, but was considered too late, and 
crop estimates were being reduced. The Argen- 
tine exports were only 17,000 bushels. The 
demand for corn, however, has been slow of 
late, and while receipts fell off the early part 
of the week, they have been increasing the 
last few days.

Commenting on the general business sit- 
uation, Dun’s Review says: 


Signs of improvement continue to multiply. 
the merked betterment in the condition a 
the money and investment markets has 
served to inspire greater confidence in the 
industries and trades. and c¢specially tn the 
iran and steel industry, In which there 
are unmistakable proofs of expanding in- 
terest and actipity, particularly in finished 
preducts. 

The weather conditions, while unfavorable 
to retail trade, have covered the winter 
wheat territory with snow, thus improving 
the crop prospects.

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LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Covers for Folded Post- Cards Are 
Held Not Dutlable Separately. 


Tt was decided yesterday by the Board 
of United States General Appraisers that 
the customs authorities are not authorized 
under the tariff law of 1897 in assessing 
@ seperate rate of duty on the covers of 
so-called folded postcards. The case be- 
fore the board was that of George 8. 
Bush & Co. 

The merchandise consists of lithographed 
postcards, imported in strips of twelve 
folded cards, contained in and attached 
to printed paper folders. The cutting size 
of the cards was taken as the entire strip, 
instead of each card, duty being assessed 
on the series at 8 cents a pound under 
paragraph 400. A separate rate of 35 per 
-ceht. was levied by the Collector on the 
paper covers. The importers protested 
against this last assessment, and con- 
tended that the weight of the coverings 
should be included in the wight of the 
ecards and duty assessed thereon at the 
rate applicable to the cards. 

General Appraiser Fischer, who writes 
the decision for the board, finds that as 
a matter of fact, the cards are dutiable 
properly at only 5 cents @ pound under 
the same paragr: ph as assessed by the 
Collector. T he importers, however, failed 
to make this claim, and acce pted the Col- 
lector’s assessmeM of 8 cents per pound 

“as correct, but objected to the extra ad 
valorem tax on the covers. The decision 
Says: 

‘The only 





question that arises now 
is as to the sufficiency of the protest. The 
importers’s contention is correct. The 
weight of the paper covers should have 
been included in the weight of the cards. 
The Collector erred in assessing the ecards, 
and he applied an 8 cent rate instead of a 
® cent rate. T he importers accepted this 
per pound rate. and misled by it claimed 
the same rate for the cevers. We do not 
believe on these facts that we are war- 
ranted in withholding the relief requested. 

The rate on the cards must stand as it 
was not contested, but the protest does 
claim that the paper covers should not 
have been separately assesSed with duty. 
We hold that that claim is well founded. 
The correct applicable rate for the paper 
eovers is 5 cents per pound under para- 
graph 400, and we feel justified in sus- 
_taining the protest to that extent. The 
Collector is directed to reliquidate the as- 
sessment of the paper covers and to assess 
a 5 cent per pound rate on the weight 
thereof The protest is sustained as in- 
dicated. The Collector's assessment at 
35 per cent. is reversed.’

A $3,000,000 Lease For New Theatre In the Pennsylvania 
Station Loft Zone—Pacific Place, An Old Land- 
mark, Figures In Big Deal—Bronx Sales. 


Am tmportant theatrical operation in the 
Pennsylvania loft section is to be under- 
taken by Marcus Loew at Sixth Avenue 
and Thirtieth Street. A lease was signed 
yesterday by *Mr. Loew and Henry Mor- 
gentheu whereby the latter leases to Mr. 
Awew for a term of sixty-three years, be- 
Simning from yesterday, Feb. 10, the 
Ppreperty on the northwest corner, which 
Was acquired a short time ago by Mr. 
Morgenthau from the Gen, Butterfield 
estate. Mrs. Butterfield hag a life inter- 
’ @8t in the property, and in July, 1909, an 
agreement was signed whereby Mr. Mor- 
gemthau contracted to pay Mrs. Butter- 
fiel4 $10,000 a year during her lifetime. 
The lease which has just been made is 
at the rate of about $50,000 net per year, 
or an aggregate of over $3,000,000 for the 
entire period. 

The property thus acquired by Mr. 
Loew includes the 30 by 40 foot parcel on 
the corner of Sixth Avenue and the large 
plot at 108 to 109 West Thirtieth Street, 
having a frontage of 104.4 ieet and a trifle 
under 100 feet deep. All of the property 
is vacant except the western plot, 109 
West Thirtieth Street. The excavating 
work for the new theatre will begin next 
week. The house will be devoted to vaude- 
ville and moving pictures, and will have 
@ seating capacity of 2,300. Plans are 
now being prepared by S. S. Sugar, and 
Mr. Loew said his new theatre would be 
ready for opening on Aug. 15. The small 
Sixth Avenue parcel will be improved 
with a two-story building containing 
.stores, the northern portion being the 
theatre entrance from the avenue through 
an arcade. The theatre frontage on Thir- 
tieth Street will be 144 feet. It will be 
of brick and terra cotta. The theatre 
and small commercial buuding will cost 
in the neighborhood of $275,000. The odd- 
shaped Sixth Avenue corner is a remnant 
of the old Stewart Road of a century 

ago, when the adjoining property was 
the Stewart Farm and the old road ran 
beside it, extending eastward to Broad- 
way, then the Bloomingdale Road.
